Archibald  (gained  scholar- 
ships that  cnaliied  him  to  attend  a  better 
school  at  Tort  Hope,  He  cotlld  not  have 
done  this  without  the  help  of  friends  of  his 
parents  whom  liis  own  conduct  had  pleased. 
'  At  Port  Hope  he  gamed  many  prizes,  and 
became  prefect  of  the  school..  He  was  rc- 
meml)rre(l  for  the  help  and  cncourapmnt  he 
gave  dull  pupils.  At  eighteen,  >ounj;  Lamp- 
man  matriculated. into  Trinity  College.  To- 
ronto Here,  apain,  he  was  able  to  help  him- 
self by  means  of  scholarships.  He  read  wide- 
ly and  made  many  friends,  graduating  at 
twenty-one. 

It  was  necessary  to  get  work  at  once,  but 
his  fnrst  venture  was  a  failure.  He  tried  to 
teach  school,  but  u.  ll  educated  as  he  was. 
rorild  not  c  .nt  ,  1  idle,  disorderly  boys.  He 
then  obiaine.l  .1  i-^sition  in  the  Civil  Service 
at  Ottawa,  wiierc  he  proved  a  faithful  and 
efficient  clerk.  His  poems,  which  _  made 
Lampman  w  idely  kn*)wu.  were  the  fruit  of  the 
labor  of  his  spare  hours. 

UTiiiii  n.in'-  life  lieic  closed  before  he  was 
forty.  A  friend  has  written  of  him:  "His 
deep  love  of  his  own  children  was  but  a  well- 
spring*  of  li  ve  for  all  the  chiMren  lie  knew." 
(Jn  their  part,  Canadian  boys  and  girls  should 
learn  to  know  thia  modest  and  aincere  Cana- 
'  diiih  poet  through  his  words.

IILRK  is  a  lai^  spiral  fusiform 
-h<lt  commonjy  called  the 
Oregon  Hfiry  "iriton,  which 
grows  up  to  5  inches  in  length. 

It  may  sonictmir^  be  found  at 

low  tide  washed  up  or  earned  up  by  crab&,  and 
is  quite  common  the  dredge  near  Victoria. 
It  is  covered  when  complete  by  a  brownish 
skin  which  h.is  ■ilioif  still  liairs  ail  over  \S  hen 
worn  and  the  hairy  skui  ^oiie,  iti  bculplure 
gives  it  the  appearance  of  being  covered  by  a 
net  with  square  meshev  A  good  picture  of 
£uch  a  specimen  is  in  "West  Coast  Shells." 

Very  common  everywhere  between  tides  is 
:i  small  shell  called  the  Threaded  Dtttium — 
Bittium  filosum — and  it  varies  from  one-quar- 
ter to  half  an  inch  or  a  little  more.  It  is  a 
rather  dull  white,  sometimes  brownis)i,  and  it 
has  eight  or  ten  whorls,  nnirkt  i!  \\ith  spiral 
grooves,  and  is  3  or  4  tune^  as  lon^  as  the 
widest  end. 

The  following  shells  are  different  in  lhat 
Ihey  have  no  "canals."  Often  found  in  the 
dredge  at  many  difTcrent  places  and  sometimes 
washed  up  or  carried  up  by  a  hermit  crab  is  a 
hairy  little  shell  called  the  Northern  hairy-keel. 
It  grows  up  to  an  inch  or  more.  The  hairs,  as 
in  the  Oregon  Triton,  grow  on  a  skin  which 
covers  it  when  alive.  Hut  for  its  having;;  no 
canal  it  might  be  taken  tor  the  yount;  of  that 
shell.  The  Latin  name  Is  Trichotropis  cancel- 
lata,  and  in  West  Coast  Shells  it  is  called  the 
Checked  Hairy  Shell.  I  ha\e  alwavs  called  it 
the  small  Hairy  Shell  and  the  Oregon  Tritono, 
the  large  Hata-y  Shells. 

Next  come  tlie  small  Littorinae,  or  shore 
shelib,  which  reinmd  one  of  the  Winkles  or 
Periwinkles  of  the  Old  Country. 

.  Ri^l  uf/  to  almost  high  water  mark  and 
in-thoudands  arc  found  two  small  sj)ecies.  the 
checkered  winkles  and  the  rouch  winkles,  or 
shore  shells.  These  two  are  found  together 
and  arc  everywhere. 

Un  seaweeds  at  low  tide  are  many  little 
shells  like  the  checkered  shore  shells  in  shape, 

but  thinner  and  more  delicate  and  smaller, 
called  chink  shells.  There  arc  the  Rough  Lit- 
torine  or  chink  shell  and  the  chedcered  shells, 
the  latter  quite  common  at  Victoria  and 
Saanich.    Mind  you  get  the  checkered  species. 

Wc  liave  four  species  of  tiny  sliells  found 
under  stonas  and  in  the  ^>o\s  of  seaweeds 
called,  respectively,  the  Compact,  the  Thread, 
the  Netted  and  the  Chestnut  Kissoa,  or  Isa- 
pis.  These  are  so  small  (a  quarter  inch  or 
less)  that  -they  are  generally  overlookeil 

Another  tiny  shell,  one-eighth  of  an  i«ch 
long,  quite  conimcMi  in  the  Toaallines,  in  tide 
pools  at  \'ictoria  and  on  the  backs  of  .\ba- 
iones  (^West  Coast  of  Vancouver  Island),  is 


called  r.arlecia  Nalistiphila  To  see  thosa 
and  tlie  Ki^soub  it  requires  a  sharp  eye,  and 
they  well  repay  examhUiliM  Wider  a  Magai- 

fying  glass.' 

1  have  not  mentioned  the  Limpets  yet,  but 
shall  soon  come  to  them.  In  the  meantime, 
I  must  tell  you  of  some  shells  called  Slipper 
Limpets,  because  they  have  an  internal  shelf, 
reminding  one  of  a  slipper  upside  down. 

One  of  these  is  called  the  Chhiaae  Hit, 
which  is  quite  common  on  stones  and  dead 
shells  in  the  dredge,  and  1  have  found  them 
on  the  beach  dead  at  Oak  Bay  aad  Wil- 
lows beach.  This  is  a  white  shell,  conical 
and  round  in  shape,  ami  inside  there  is  a 
curious  thin  and  bharp  twisted  deck,  or  shelf, 
runmng  up  to  a  pofait  and  reaching  nearly  to 
the  marj^'in. 

.\ttached  to  the  outside  of  other  shells, 
and  quite  cOnmon  on  ooV  native  shore,  ia  the 
W  rinkled  Slipper  Limpet,  a  delicate  littk 
shell,  round  in  shape  and  white  or  pinkish  in 
color. 

c5n  the  outside  of  Euthria  dira,  matttkmed 

in  a  previous  article,  and  on  another  common 
shell,  Callisstoma  canaliculata  (the  Channel- 
led Topshell),   mentioned  later  on,   la  the 

curious  Hooked  Slipprr  Limpet,  which  has  a 
recurved  apex,  somewhat  in  the  shape  of  a 
Liberty  Cap,  wfth  the  top  lying  over;  they 
grow  up  to  more  than  half  an  inch. 

.\nother  is  the  W  hite  Slipper  Limpet, 
quite  common  inside  the  lip  of  dead  spirae 
and  other  ahtfts  when  It  is  smooth,  and  some- 
times on  stones  or  roek<<,  when  it  hecomea 
rough  and  discolored,  but  the  inside  is  al- 
ways very  white  and  aMMy.  Ifgrows  ap  to 
an  inch  loii).;. 

Next  comes  the  beautiful  Lewis's  Moou 
Shell  (i^atica  Lewisii).  like  a  huge  snail,  th« 
size  of  your  fist.  These  are  sometimes  quite 
common  on  sandy  shores,  and  the  mouth  is 
closed  when  the  animal  is  withdrawn  by  a 
large  homy,  operculum.  When  laying  their 
eprjjs  fhev  form  round  thcruselves  the  so- 
called  "mermaid's  collars"  of  sand  and  glu- 
tinous material,  which  arc  often  noticed  ly- 
inp^  out  on  the  sand  at  low  tide.  They  are 
carniveruus  and  Kore  round  holes  in  clams 
and  macomas  and  other  Mvalvca  to  devour 

the  bo<lies 

Like  them  in  shape,  onlv  smaller,  from 
three-fourths  to  an  fndll  and  a  half,  la  the 

Closed  Natica.  with  closed  umbiliciis  and  a 
shelly  operculium.  They  are  found  often  at 
low  tide,  but  not  in  large  ntimbera  aajrwhere. 

Another  Natica  is  taken  in  the  dredge,  and 
is  something  like  a  small  moon  shell.

Fear  of  Man  in 
'  Animals 


Wild 


IN  "A  Countryman's  Diary"  in  a  reeent  Issue 
of  The  Daily  Mail."W.  M.  T."  wrote  that 
the  mouse  is  the  tamest  of  all  the  wild  things 
and  that  he  had  nevct  hiKWu  a  very  young 
mouse  show  the  least  alarm  of  man.  But  very 
young  birds  will  not  show  alarm  and  will  open 
-their  months  to  be  fed  by  man. 

It  is  not  natural  for  anjr  wUd  ereatufis  to' 
be  afraid  of  man.  \ 

T  have  ke])t  the  young  of^aUjr  wild  animals 
including,;;  tigers,  pantheti,  hears,  wild  pigs,  and 
several  species  of  dey  and  antelope.    None  of  • 
these  exhibited  feal*  hfter  a  very  short  period 
of  captivity. 

Fear  of  man  in  wild  animals  is  a  matter  of 
education  or  of  inherited  habit  and  not  a 
natural  instinct 

Acquired  physical  characteristics  are  not 
inherited,  hut  this  does  not  necessarily  apply 
to  mental  or  moral  attributes.  In  remote  and 
uninhabited  islands  early  travellers  found  wild 
animals  quite  fearless.  The  same  applies  to 
Ifiose  parts  r>f  Africa  wlwffe  wUd  hiVm  htd 

not  been  molested. 

In  India  there  are  no  vast  uninhabited 
plains  teeming  with  animal  life ;  no  great  for-^ 
ests  imtrodden  by  man  where  the  wild  beasts 
can  wander  m  peace  over  trackless  solitudes 
such  as  those  to-be  Wiet  with  In  the  Dark  Con- 
tinent.

for  our  roses.  The  herbaceous  border  i  ■  liiM 
ishly  simple  in  idea  and  astonishiriKly  diHicult 
in  achievement.  Nothing  couhl  be  more  simple 
'•than  to  f^'Ct  a  lot  i>rrciniia!  plants  .ind  [uit 
them  in  a  border  to  ki  thcai  come  up  year 
after  year,  and  yet  there  it  {hfinitely  more  in 
it  than  this,  if  we  want  it  to  l.r  tmlv  a  thing 
of  hcauty.  After  the  lieights  oi  tiu  [)lants 
|uve  been  considered,  there  is  the  deep  sub- 
ject of  color  arrangement,  and  the  wrong 
shade  of  the  nominally  right  r  .1,  r  rnav  make 
shipwreck  of  everything,  and  added  to  that  is 
At  still  more  subtle  matter  of  form.  Experi- 
ence is  the  onlv  teacher,  and  nothing  is  more 
Valuable  tiian  to  look  over  the  border  now 
when  in  full  bloom  and  make  a  note  of  what 
could  be  iriipr(ned,  taking  care  to  carry  out 
the  alterations  when  Fall  weather  permits. 
Generally  speaking,  the  great  evil  is  in  having 
too  many  different  varieties  with  a  conse- 
quently spotty  effect  The  elimination  of  the 
less  important  will  often  result  in  a  finer 
effect. 

Effective  Borders^ 

Unc  extremely  effective  herbaceous  border 
was  composed  of  such  plants  as  Rudbeckia. 
c.oUlcii  Glow,  Helianthii^  Maximus  and 
Galega  Hartlandii,  in  the  t)arkgrounvl  ;  the 
yellow  Heliopsis,  Antheniis  Tinctoria  and 
pallida  the  scarlet  Lychnis  chalcedonica  and 
Phlox  Co<j»ielicot.  flir  Mtic  Salvia  \  irgata. 
Aconituui  pyranudalis  and  Anchusa  Drop- 
mart,  and  the  white  Chrysanthemum  max- 
imum. Annisia  lactiflora  and  Phlox  the 
Pearl  were  among  most  conspicuous  plants 
^  medium  height,  while  Nepeu  mussinii, 
•Erigeron  ^labeilns  and  Tunka' MBcttrafi  were 
Mnong  the  edgmg  plants. 

At  this  time,  too,  the  border  carnations 
are  coming  into  public  notice.  These  plants 
do  well  with  jdriitv  ,if  linif-  in  the"  soi!  DM 
mortar  or  plaster  rubbish  -well  crushed  makes 
a  fine  addition.  8oot  also  js  an  excellent  fer- 
tili/cr,  and  it  helps  to  keep  enemies  away  a's 
well.  Carnations  may  be  raised  from  seed, 
pipings  or  layers,  the  last  method  being  the 
most  reliable  This  is  done  while  the  plants 
are  in  full  bloom,  and  the  operation  coirsists

ItMs  a  native  of  the 
East,  or  rather,  ilic  ancestors  of  our  garden 
i>»set«re  of  Eastern  birth,  yet  it  may  be  found 
in  almost  r  .rry  climate  ami  count r\  Where 
few  garden  roses  will  survive  the  Prairie 
Whitert,  there  may  stfll  be  found  a  pretty  wild 
rn^e.  which  seems  t..  f^ri  no  dfseomfort,  let 
the  temperature  drop  l.rlow  zero  as  far  as  it 
likes.  Even  the  Esquimax  may  gather  wjses 
during  their  brief  Summef*,  and  In  Iceland  ^ 
pale,  cup-like  variety  is  fbund  \v  hirh  is  as 
much  cherished  as  is  the  full  double  beauty 
whieh  blows  under  an  Atimie  ran.

They  can  be  planted  in 
sunny  places,  but  do  better  in  shady  places, 
between 'shrtibs  or  tall  perennial^  Thov  pre- 
fer a  loamy  soil  enriched  with  decayed  manure 
and  leaf-m'onld.  Besides  the  ordinary  light 
I)tirple  colchi.utTi.  there  is  roseum,  purplish 
pink  and  a  double  variety  of  th^  .same.  P.rt-kin- 
soni,  mauve  and  white,  Bivonae,  peach  and 
Bivonae  supcrbum,  a  rich  crimson. 

Vegetables  hi  Beniea 

There  is  still  time  to  make  a  sowing  of  a 
number  of  vegetables  for-Fall  use.  Peas, 
spinach,  carrots,  turnips,  may  be  sown  as 
well  as  lettuce  and  radishes,  the  latter  in  a 
shady  spot.  In  all  cases  the  early  maturing 
sorts  should  be  selected,  such  as  early  peas, 
stump-rooted  carrots  and  so  forth.  Strong 
plants  of  Brussels  sprouts,  broccoli  and  vavoys 
can  be  obtained  from  the  nurseryman  or 
market  gardener,  and.  planted  now.  will 
furnish  useful  vegetables  through  the  W  inter 
and  early  Spring.  Tomatoes  must  be  watched 
and  all  side  shoots  removed  as  they  appear, 
they  will  nrrd  plenty  of  water,  and  an  applica> 
tioii  every  ten  days  of  IKiuid  manure  in 
which  some  wood  ashes  have  be^  di^olved 
will  be  beneficial  aa'tomattfea  are  pofiaah-lov- 
ing  plants.  ^ 

Early  potatoes  intended  lor  seed  should  be 
dug  and  "greened"  by  exposing  to  the  sun- 
shine htidrt  storing  them  away.  The  skins 
should  not  be  broken  or  damaj^ed,  .md  only 
the  best  specimens  selected  with  a  view  to 
shape,  size  and  quality,  and  of  course  any 
showing  disease  .sliould  not  be  included. 

It  will  pay  to  keep  the  strawberry  bed 
watered  in  order  to  promote  the  growth  of 
the  young  runner  plants.  Some  runners  may 
be  layered  into  pofs  hllcd  with  a  good  loam 
and  firmly  hxed  by  a  peg.  By  getting  run- 
ners well  rooted  by  the  end  of  August,  and 
then  plantinf'  -ut  in  a  i)rrin:iiir'  fruit 
may  be  oblaijprd  the  nc.\l  season  ami  it  will 
be  a  few  days  earlier  and  a  little  larger  than 
the  berries  from  ^Idcr  plants.  ^

Strange  that  an\ thing  so  j^cntle  as  a  flower 
could  be  associated  with  anything  so  cruel  as 
war.  and  civil  war,  the  most  cruel  of  strife  at 
that  Yet  the  history  of  our  own  Ifotlrfr 
Country,  England,  records  the  Wars  of  th<. 
Roses,  a  deadly  quarrel  for  more  than  thirty 
years  The  white  rose  became  the  badge  of 
the  House  of  York  as  the  re-l  was  that  of  the 
House  of  Lancaster.  The  unhappy  strife  was 
br(,ught  to  a  close  by  the  marriage  of  Henry 
VII.  with  Elizabeth  of  York,  and  old  garden's 
to  this  day  contain  a  red  rose  striped  with 
white,  which  is  called  the  York  and  Lancaster 
rose,  in  reference  to  that  wedding-day. 

In  France  for  over  three  centuries  there 
was  a  quajnt  custom  called  the  Tribute  of 
Roses,  when  each  year,  on  the  first  dav  of 
May.  the  youngest  j.eer  presented  a  silver 
boWl  of  roses  to  the  parliaTtient.  It  was  hnally 
discontinued  in  154!  owing  to  a  dispute  on 
tlir  'piesfion  r,f  precedence  between  two  young 
peers  y/ho  coveted  the  honor. 

So  in  song  and  story  the  rose  holds  pre 
eminent  place  among  the  flowers.  Today  it 
is  as  popular  as  ever  and  the  varieties  are' he 
wjlderingly  numerous  and  the  rose-grower  of 
fifty  years  ago.  if  he  could  see  the  roses  „ou 
•voul.-  t,r  astoni.v-he.I  at  the  impro\  ements  that 
h^vc  taken  place.  Yet  it  is  not  all  advantage 
on  pur  side.  We  ha^  obtained  colors  that  no 
words  can  .Ir  nbe.  but  often  it  has  been  at 
the  expense  of  the  perfume,  and  the  rose  is 
like  a  beantiful  face  without  a  soul.  Nothing 
coMd  exceed  the  sweetness  of  the  old  Prov- 
encc  rose,  culled  by  onr  robu  •  father?,  the 
cabbage  rose,  and  the  true  losc-lover  will 
never  consent  to  baniahiaf  all  the  sweet  old 
favorites  m  faroTof  the  modem  products  of 
the  hybriducr'a  skill.

Give  the  r  oosts  a  good  coat  of  kero- 
sene or  some  liquid  lice  killer,  clean  out  the 
iiests^and  bum  the  old  nesting  material,  then 
give  the  nests  a  t!iorini;^li  u  liite  w.i-hing  in- 
i>ide  and  out,  lca\iii^  tliem  tu  dry  ui  the  sun 
for  a  while.  A'thorougli  spra\in;;  with  white- 
uash  (d  the  whole  interior  uL  the  house  wi^I 
make  the  place  more  sanitary.  It  the  floors 
are  of  earth,  remove  a  few  uiches  ot  the  toj) 
soil  and  replace  with  some  fresh  sandy  soil.  If 
they  are  <d'  wood  or  cement,  scrape  an/l  sweep 
them  clean,  then  wai>h  with  a  fairly  strong 
disinfecting  solution.  Sunshine,^  combined 
with  fresh  air,  is  one  of  the  best  germ  destroy- 
ers we  have,  but  it  is  possible  to  have  too 
much  aun  for  the  fowls  if  some  kind  of  shade 
is  not  provided  in  \  cry  warm,  weather,  to  be 
used  when  neetlcd.  ' 

Colony  houses  scattered  through  an 
orchard  make  a  very  desirable  place  for  fowls 

or  grouMi^:  Jiickens.  Always  provide  plciitv 
of  pure  drinking  water  in  clean  pans  and  kee  p 
it  m  a  sheltered  place  out  of  the  sun. 
Ho  sure  the  adult  birds  are  not  too 
heavily  fed,  especially  on  corn  or  buck- 
wheat ,or  .  any  of  the  fat-producing 
food.s.  Select  the  fowls  that  you  do 
not  intend  to  hi. Id  o\rr  for  another  hrceflin- 
.season  and  sell  them  early  w  hile  the  ^rfce  is 
high  and  while  they  ar«  in  good  codllition,  be- 
fore they  commence  to  moult. 

The  fowls  which  are  to  be  kc[)t  over  as 
breeders,  and  also  growing  chickens  intended 
for  stock  birds,  should  be  given  liberal  range. 

Free  range  where  there  is  an  abundance  of 
green  food  and  animal  fo,  ,d  in  the  forni  of 
insects,  worms,  etc.,  to  be  had,  is  very  essential 
to  the  best  growth,  health,  vigor  and  viulity 
in  stock  intended  for  either  breeding  or  layin"- 
purposes.—J.  D.  Lang,  Poultry  man,  Len- 
noxville  Experlmenul  SUtion.

A  Comparison  of  Profits 

THE  question    as  to  the    comparison  of 
profits  from  the  different   methods  of 

disposing  fd  niilk  and  its  products  is  of  con- 
stantly recurring  interest.  .Some  time  ag<. 
these  comparisons  were  made  by  the  Manitoba 
Dairy  Commissloher,  who  gives  the  following 

facts  and  hgtires  : 

For  milk  the  tanner  received  in  \\  innipeg 
$.^85  per  100  pounds,  on  a  basis  of  j.o  per  cent 
butter  fat.  The  cost  of  delivering,  etc.,  would 
probably  reduce  this  j.rice  to  $,^50. 

For  cream  for  butler  factories  the  price 
was  (>4c  per  pound  btitter  fat  delivered;  100 
pounds  of  3.6  per  cent  milk  will  give  %2.f,o  per 
100  pounds.  The  farfiier  also  has  the  value  of 
the  skiqi  milk,  which  may  be  ixed  at  50c  per 
100  pounds,  though  maily  practical  feeders 
set  a  higher  value  upon  it  than  this. 

For  dairy  butter,  100  pounds  of  per 
cent  milk,  if  made  into  butter  on  tht  (ktm, 
w  ill  make  from  4  1-4  to  4  12  pounds  of  but- 
ter. ;\t  50c  per  pound  this  would  yiehl  .Sj  12 
to  $2.25  per  100  pounds  of  mill.  The  dairy 
butter-maker  has  also  the  skim  milk  and  but- 
ter-milk values.

The  butter  factory  yields  the 
ne.\t  best  rrMiIt  and  is  .1  goo.l  arKiinit-nt  for 
the  establishment  of  factories  111  districts 
where  it  is  not  practicable  to  ship  the  milk. 
Home  dairy  in-  does  not  OU  the  surface  come 
far  behind,  but  the  labor  hiust  be  taken  into 
account,  which  considerably  retluces  the  ap- 
parent profit.  The  great  benefit,  though,  to 
be  derived  from  butter-making  is  that  it  leaves 
the  skim  milk  for  use.  and  tins  is  no  incon- 
siderable detail,  for  where  all  the  milk  goes  off 
the  place  there  ks  .n  danger  of  impoverishing 
the  young  stock  and.  consequently  tUe  future 
efficiency  of  the  business.  •

the  hreed,  at  least,  and,  with  some  breeds,  to 
rMOffnice  the  sex  of  the  chicks.

I  -ni.iM 
fruits  are  the  result  oi  ad\ crii:.iiig,  and  11  v\as 
advertising  that  made  our  growers  sit  op  and 
think  when  the  Missouri  people  urged  otir 
I'rairie  friends  to  get  their  canning  done 
early,  with  their  fruit  of  ^purse., 

As  a  nation  we  are  not  addicted  to  adver- 
Usijig.  a  temperateness  wv  derive  from  the 
English,  any  one  ol  ulioiii  would  rather  hglrt 
a  doien  men  single-handed  than  brasrabout  it. 
Parenthetically,  the  Scotchman  is  the  same, 
or  even  siiU  more  dour,  concerning  his  achieve- 
ments. The  Irishman,  on  the  other  hand,  w  ill 
m.leed  m.-kc  i^oo.l  u^  rk  of  his  doxen,  but  he 
enjoys  with  gusto  his  subsetjuent  narration  of 
It.  .\  little  more  of  tln^  artistic  appreciation 
•1  our  ovyn  things,  though,  would  be  helpful. 
Like  the  other  virtue^-,  it  can  be  cultivated 
with  time  and  determination,  and  a  little  i»d 
versity  will  also  assist  not  a  little  in  develop- 
ini,'  advert-iscnient  We  might  say,  in  fact, 
that  adverliseiiicnt  13  the  child  of  adversity 
and  the  mother  of  prosperity.

all  the  iwtter  tor  it.  For  instance,  we  arc 
conspicuously  neglectful  of  cheese,  yet  it  is 
more  nutritious  than  meat;  it  can  always  bl 
kept  on  hand;  it  nee<ls  no  ^o.^kine.  and  there 
IS  no  wa-ite.  In  the  older  countriQs  cheese 
has  a  large  place  on  the  bill  of  faM,  tod  with 
go(Ml  reason.  Bread  and  cheese  and  home- 
brewed  ale  has  been  the  IuikIi  or  supper  of 
many  a  stalwart  laborer,  who  relished  it 
kcciilN  t.^.  A  campaign,of  advertismg  would 
put  this  valuable  product  where  it  has  a  right 
to  be  m  the  estimation  of  the  public  and  the 
increased  demand  would  af|rd  one  more 
answer  to  the  problem  of  *  whM  to  do -with 
milk. 

Thanks  largely  to  the  advertisement  of 
American  firihs.  evaporated  milk  is  betoming 
much  more  extensively  used  than  formerly 
Once  It.  was  supposed  to  be  good  onlv  for 
lumber  camps  and  places  of  that  sort  where 
you  conldn  t  get  fresh  milk  left  at  vour  door- 
step, but  now  almost  every  housekeeper  has 
a  few  tms  of  iKon  the  pantry  shelves,  if  only 


to  supplement  the  fresh  milh  supply.  U  van 
never  wholly  take  tiie  plaoe  of  fn»ll  mUh,*  for 

the  llavor  i>  (  h.iniM  d  soinew  Int  and  incxit- 
.ihly  something  is  lost  m  the  cvapor^taj^  pro- 
cess, but  the  point  is,  a  great  deal^Kirf  milk, 
lH>th  fre^h  and  ex  .iporated.  oiiqht  TO  be  u&ftl, 
and  would  be  UkcU  it  the  public  were  prope^v 
hducated  to  it  by  the  produo<«r  rfie  Govem-

fascinating  figure*  to  show  food  vahies  and 
other  things,  but  after  all  it  Is  the  daily  mes- 
sage of  the  daily  th;:t.  (  Inu  h<  -  l  onx  'c- 
tion,  and,  strangely  cnoujjii,  there  is  little  or 
nothing  of  this  done. 

Value  of  Advertising 

rec4>le  like  to  use  well-ad\ eri isod  things. 
They  will  always  prefer  the  well  ads  criised 
article  to  the  nameless  one.  ITWy  ai^ue  that 
the  cost  of  advertising  indicates  a  good  thing* 
olhcrwuc  it  would  never  be  expended,  for  no 
^ount  of  advertising  will  make  a  poor  thing 
I)npiilar.  This  is  tlie  stock  business  reason, 
but  there  in  also  a  curiously  human  feeling 
about  the  maUer  too.  People  like  tp  use  well 
advertised  things  just  as  thhy  like  to  meet 
well-know'n  people.  There  is  a  i  .-it.iiu  enjoy- 
ment in  the  fceliqg,  and  they  like  to  use  a 
popular  brand  for  the  same  reason  that  they 

like  to  f;o  to  ;i  popular  resort  The  superior- 
injiKled  may  term  it  the  herd  instinct,  but 
there  is  no  denying  that  |>eople  da  like  to  do 
what  (Uln  r  people  are  doing,  to  feel,  in  brief, 
that  they  arc  in  Jhe  fashion. 

•  The  question  then  is,  if  other  business 
people  can  make  products  popular,  and  there- 
fore in  demand,  why  can't  we?  It  covers  the 
whole  field  of  our  eadeavo» 

Take,  for  Instance,  the  woolen  industry. 
Manufacturers  in  the  Fast  complain  that  the 
demand  is  all  for  the  hnef  cloths  and 
worsteds  which  must  be  imported,  and  any 
a|)preciation  of  tweeds  and  honiH^uitf  which 
can  be  made  from  Canadian  wool  is  sadly 
lacking.  Jt  is  perfectly  safe  to  say  that  a 
concerted  plan  of  advertising  would  diange 
MP  h  a  state  of  alTairs.

W  e  walked  throii^^Ii  one  fanu  near  F^otinil 
Lake  where  last  year's  oats  were  being 
burned  in  the  field,  having  never  been  taken 
in,  and  while  the  editor  went  hack  to  get  the 
car  the  lawyer  and  1  went  on  along  the  road. 
We  walked  for  some  time,  but  the  motor  did 
not  overtake  us.  Finally  we  started  back 
and  discovered  the  car  up  tu  the  back  hubs 
in  a  mudhole  and  the  editor  missing.  We 
set  about  levering  the  machine  out,  and. after 
a  time  the  editor  rctnrned  with  another  car 
and  a  shovel  and  in  iialf  an  hour  we  were 
away  again.

1  he  \ariely  of  hsh  in  these  v%atcrs  ts  suf- 
pirislhg  to  thoae  who  have  not  fished  them  and 
the  ignorance  shown  by  soqie  people  as  to  the 
edible  quality  of*  many  of  the  tish  is  remark- 
able, some  of  the  best  eating  of  them  being 
thrown  away  as  useless.  Time  and  time  again 
we  have  been  a^ke<l.  "I  never  saw  any  like 
tiiat  hetore.  W  here  did  you  get  them  and  what 
bait  <lo  you  use?*'  So  we  wilt  try  to  set  forth 
the  hails,  tackle  and  the  nost  •  ■  minon  li-h  to 
be  caught,  so  that  when  the  reader  lias  perused 
this  article  we  hoi)e  that  we  will  have  con- 
vulsed a  few  of  our  local  fishermen  that  stream 
and  lake  tiv)nn<;  are  not  the  only  branches  of 
the  sport  that  is  worth  while. 

Rod  and  TacUe 

The  first  thing  to  consider  is  the  rod;  a 

large  fish  cannot  be  landed  on  tine  tackle  with 
out  one,  and  it  is  far  more  pleasing  to  handle 
than  a  hand  line.  A  six  foot  bamboo  or  green 
heart  may  be  purchased  at  most  of  the' local 
tlealers  in  sporting  goods  for  a  few  dollars  Do 
not  try  to  use  a  fly-rod  or  any  rod  willi  a 
slender  tip,  as  it  is  practically  useless;  a4 
though  if  the  upper  len^^ths  he  reiiio\cd  and 
a  plug  with  a  guide  ring  attached  is  inserted 
in  the  end  socket  it  might  be  used  with  some 
success. 

The  reel  should  be  a  brass  bound  wooden 
one,  or  a  metal  one  of  large  diameter,  so  that 
it  will  easily  hold  150  yards  of  line,  for  when 
one  hooks  a  large  fish  it  is  not  easily  stoppetl 
wnce  he  starts  heading  away  from  you  and  in 
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of  the  Provincial  Public  Works  Department, 
statioaad  at  Smithers,  comes  bver  1,500  miles 
of  roads,  and  his  is  a  difficnii  task.  That  old, 
old  game  of  trying  to  maintain  highways 
with  inadequate  appropriations  is  the  one  he 
plays  year  in  and  year  out.  1  he  miles  are  so 
many,  the  dollars  so  few.  Did  you  ever 
figure  up  w  hat  one  gumbo  slide  could  bite  out 
of  An  annual  expenditure  allowance?  I  saw 
(me  of  these  slides.  The  loatl  ami  cliff  were 
simply  sliding  into  the  liulkley  Kiver.  It  has 
coat  the  Department  considerable  money, 
and  the  few  yards  of  its  length  wouM  go 
many,  manv  times  into  1.500  miles.  When  i 
was  at  Smithers  a  gang  of  men  was  building 

;f  I    •     t^'  fh.it  would  evade  the  bad  spot. 

At  binithers  1  met  C'lovernment  Agent 
Hoakins,  an  enthusiastic  booster  for  the 
northern  country.  He  farmed  at  one  time  on 
the  prairies  and  later  on  Galiano  Island,  in 
the  Gulf  of  Georgia,  and  he  holds  the  Bulkley 
Valley  far  above  both  places.  Settlers  ,-»re 
steadily  going  on  to  the  land  about  him,  and 
where  he  used  to  know  everyone,  he  now 
finds  strangers. 

There  are  quite  a  number  of  mining  claims 
being  developed  on  Hudson's  Bay  Mountain, 
across  the  track  from  SnUithera,  ^ut  none  artf 
shipping  Tlfere  is  one  i>ro^pect  just  a  short 
distance  from  the  railway  station  and  m  view 
of  the  town.  It  is  held  up  to  ridicule  by  the 

townsfolk,  proh,iblv  l)eoaiise  it  is  !»o  near. 

Mr.  Olaf  Hanson,  Swedish  Consul-Gen- 
eral  for  Brftish  Columbia,  and  one  of  the  best 

known  of  the  busines';  men  along  the  (^>rand 
Trunk  between  Prince  Rupert  and  Prince 
George,  took  ua  out  for  a  footor  drive  at 
Smitiiere  When  we  caoie  to  a  bad  spot  in 
the  road  (daf  went  hard  for  it.  and  when  we 
were  throuj,;h  and  unscrambling  ourselves.' 
he  would  turn  al>out.  grip  his  cigar  with  his 
teeth,  smile,  and  say,  "Well,  we  made  it." 
Oh,  ye.s,  we  made  it.  He  had  been  stuck  in 
one  Spot  the  dav  before,  hot  he  got  through 
with  IK  by  exttngnishing  any  feeling  of 
humanity  and  .sympathy  that  was  his.

He 
came  into  Telkwa  via  (Juestiel  and  Fort 
George  on  horseback  before  the  railway  was 
built  and  has  seen  the  town  grow. 

At  the  various  towns  we  visited  we  found 
that  the  Rattenbury  Lands,  Ltd.,  had  its  of- 
fices to  facilitate  tlie  sale  of  its  big  holdings 
along  the  ("irand  'IVunk. 

.Map  name^  have  no  standing  in  the  eyes 
of  tlic  iiMrtli  Take  the  instances  of  Tyec 
and  Round  Lakes.  .Anyone  depending  upon 
a  map  for  hie  information  would  call  them 
Madiire  and  Lacri>ix  Lakes,  hut  1  nevet" 
heard  them  thus  referred  to  during  my  stay 
in  their  vicinity. 

Both  lakes  are  beautiful  spots,  with  farms 
about  their  margins.  It  was  late  in  the 
afternoon  wheti  we  reached  Mr.  Alex  Prud- 
hommc's  place  on  Tyee.  He  and  Mr.  George 
Murray  were  branding  calves  when  we  ar- 
rived. .Mr.  I'rudhomme  was  the  farmer  can- 
didate in  the  last  Provincial  elettion,  while 
.Mr.  Murrfy  was  the  Conservative.  They 
pulled  well  together  in  the  corrul. 

The  editor  and  I  climbed  a  hill  at  the 
hack  of  the  farm,  (hi  our  wav  we  entered 
an  open  space  with  a  poplar  grove  between 
US  and  the  open  hilltop.   The  editor  pointed 

to  two  black  specks  racing  down  from  the 
summit  and  remarked,  "There  is  a  dog  cbaa- 
ing  a  bear,   ttet  your  camera   ready."  He 

was  kidding  me,  and  we  proceeded.  Shortly 
a  big  mule  deer  burst  through  the  poplars 
ahead  and  swept  by  about  twenty  yards 
away,  jnirMied  iiv  a  dog.

Tar  below  iis  the  cattle  were 
bellowing  sympathy  with  the  calves  being 
branded,  but  after  a  time  this  died  away  and 
only  an  ocasionat  cowbell  could  1m  heard 
tinkling  or  a  dog  barking.  The  hills  rolled 
back  to  the  mnnntains  on  either  side  of  the 
^al  '  ,  I  kwa  Range  to  the  south  an<l 
the  l5ahine*Range  to  the  north  The  Hulk 
ley  River  glistened  in  the  late  sun  as  it 
vNonnd  away  among  the  flat  taiida.  Tyee 
Lake  lav  near,  with  the  ,Prudlionime  fMck 
just  l>eU«w  us. 

Then,  as  on  different  occasiona  tlirMigh 
oat  o«r  trip^  %fohcd  tluit  I  were  aUe  to 


sheep.  He  believed  that  sheep  would  do  well. 
Dairying,  he  thought,  would  be  the  best 
branch  of  the  agricultural  industry,  as  there 
was  not- sufficient  range  for  beef  raisin-,  lie 
is  shipping  cream  to  the  creamery  at  \  an- 
derhoof. 

Round  Lake  residenf-^  arc  particularly 
proud  of  their  new  community  hall  which 
was  building  on  the  lake  shore  when  we  were 
there  The  money  was  raised  I>v  the  Wonirn's 
Community  Club,  and  the  work  is  being  done 
by  the  men  of  the  district.

I'roin  Telkwa  we  returned  to  Smithers, 
and  there  we  attended  a  dance.

Children  would  fall  asleep 
on  the  be  Khes  late  in  the  evening.  L)ogs 
were  there.  to6. 

After  spending  the  night  and  next  mo  i,- 
in^  at  Smithers,  we  started  on  the  fifty-mile 
drive  to  Hazelton,  reaching  there  about  sevei. 
o'clock  in  the  evening.  Tlie  road  was^  in  our 
opinion,  a  bad  one.  .\pproaching  Hazelton, 
the  highway  skirted  the  edge  of  the  cliff  that 
formed  the  south  shore  of  the  Bulkley  River. 
Un  the  road  we  met  .Miss  Mary  Izard,  the 
local  violinist,  and  .Mrs.  Dalby-Morkill,  the 
Vancouver  singer,  who  were  journeying  to 
Smithers  from  Ha/elton  to  give  a  recital. 
Miss  I/.ard's  hat  was  off,  and  she  was  looking 
td.

had  no  idea  it  was  like 
this." 

At  Moricetown,  about  thirty  miles  east  of 
Hazelton,  we  found  an  Indian  village.  The 
editor  spotted  scmie  unique  little  houselike 
structures  on  stilts,  and  concluded  that  they 
were  Indian  burial  apartments  He  photo- 
graphed them.  Shortly  after  1  had  an  inter- 
view with  Jimmy  Mitchell,  an  Indian,  on  the 
Moricetown  bridge,  aiid  he  told  me  the 
graves  were  .syjrage  places  for  smoked 
salmon.  That*Ts  one  danger  of  going  too 
deeply  into  any  matter. 

The  edif<H-  plvitographed  jimmv  and  I  to- 
gether, and  Jimmy  did  not  attempt  to  scalp 
liim  on  the  assumption  that  black  magic  was 
aboard,  but  instead  he  asked  that  a  copv  of

The 
cow  noted  our  presence,  saw  that  somebody 
would  have  to  move,  and  set  her  slow  hraitis 
to  work  to  settle  the  problem.  She  tried 
climbing  the  nnclimbable  cliff  and  then  she 
looked  over  the  outer  road  edge,  and  decided 
that  the  jolt  would  be  too  severe,  so  she  lum- 
bered on  ahead  of  us.  She  got  away  from  the 
horrid  iron  l)ea><t  hy  getting  to  one  side  sud- 
denly and  letting  us  ^  pest,  and  though  I 
couldn't  see  the  complacent  smile  of  self- 
satisfaction  on  her  face,  I  can  picture  it  in 
wrinkled  detail. 

As  the  car  approached  Ha/clton,  the  liulk- 
ley Valley  narrowed  down,  with  mountains 
close  on  each  side.  The  Hudson's  I'.ay  Moun- 
tain at  Smithers  stayed  with  us  across  the 
valley  for  a  considerable  time,  and  the  tempta- 
tion to  photrigraph  it  every  time  the  fore 
ground  changed  was  very  strong  among  us. 
It  is  a  magnificent  pile  and  has  )ust  cause  to 
swell  tip  another  couple  of  thousand  feet  with 
pride  -in  its  own  grandeur.  We  finally  out- 
distanced it.  The  ramifications  of  the  ranges, 
with  the  valley  "side  streets,"  made  us  realize 
how  easy  it  \vf)uld  be  for  a  newcomer  to  take 
the  Wrong  "turn  "  if  not  guided  by  a  road. 

By  evening  we  were  driving  through  the 
streets  of  Old  Hazelton.

STARTING  OIL  ENGINES 


To  every  user  of  engines  driven  by  crude 
oil.  the  prf>re<s  of  starting  is  a  nij^'^htTnare  The 
blow  lamp  by  means  of  which  the  fuel  spray 
is  usually  given  its  initial  Keat,  is  a  device  w  ith 
an  almost  Satanic  cussedness  of  behavior. 
Moreover,  its  u<e  involves  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  as  well  as  trouble.  Conse- 
quently there  ought  to  be  a  wide  welcome  for 

an  injjeiiious  electrical  beater  developed  bv  a 
leading  British  firm  of  oil  engine  nurfiers.  The 
device  is  extremely  simple.    It  consists  essen- 

tially  f/f  an  electric  beating  eleinrut  of  hi^jh 
resistance  wire  placed  in  the  line  of  action  of 
the  oil  spray.  A  small  amoant  of  current  suf- 
fices to  make  this 'wire  white  hot.  in  v\hi<h 
condition  it  brings  the  spray  rapiditr  to  the 
^temperature  required  for  starting.  After  the 
engine  has  gone  ahead  the  element  is  with- 
drawn, so  that  it  is  not  exposed  for  more  than 
a  minute  or  so  to  the  high  temperature  of  the 
combustion  chamber,  an  arrangement  which 
Ipves  it  long  life  and  great  reliability.  The 
dcctric  current  required  for  operating  the 
heater  is  suppliti  wf  •  4<«olt  or  a  6>volt  bat- 
tery charged  from  a  tiny  electric  generator, 
driven  through  a  bolt  from  th^  engine.  By 
■MMM  of  this  device  the  engine  can  he  cjuickly 
started  np  from  cold  without  the  ^-lightest 
trouble.  Twelve  months  trial  of  tlie  apparatus 
hat  sbofwa  it  to  bt  theiMii^  MtisCaaoffy.

It  is  strong,  inexpensive 
and  docs  not  rot  readily  in  salt  water  like  a 
great  niauv  ,.ther  line->  do  I'or  a  leader  we 
Use  an  artiJicial  gut,  conimoiily  known  as  Jap- 
anese gut.   It  is  very  cheap  and  outlasts  aid 

outwears  the  -eiuiiiie  "^wX  \\  hen  wet,  it  i* 
aniaxmg  the  amount  of  .strain  it  will  stand.  A 
length  of  six  feet  is  quite  sufficient  for  the 
leader,  and  in  bottOO^  fishing  the  sinker,  which 
shoulil  !»<•  just  heavy  enough  to  hold  the  line 
in  position,  is  attached  to  the  lower  end.  One 
hook  is  attached  about  a  foot  from  the  linker 
and  another  about  four  feet  away. 

Bait 

The  bait  (juesticin  in  X'uti'ria  i->  rather  a 
problem,  but  there  i>  usually  some  way  of  get- 
ting over  f^.  In  some  places  live  bait  is  the 
best  to  use,  but  it  is  not  easily  procurable.  st> 
we  will  leave  it  out.  as  we  have  used  both  live 
bait  and  worm  at  the  same  time  and  the  live 
bait  has  been  unmolested,  while  with  the  lat- 
ter we  have  taketi  ipiite  a  nund>er  of  tish. 
-Another  atlvantage  is  that  a  greater  variety  of 
fish  will  take  the  worm.  * 

Case  worm  is  by  f.ir  the  best  bait,  and  can 
he  found  attached  to  the  pile-  at  low  water 
iii.irk.  and  it  can  be  obtaine«l  at  any  tide  by 
means  of  a  hah  spear.  It  is  very  common  ih 
l'.-(juimalt  Ilarlior.  ;.,'rovv  ing  in  J^reat  masses, 
in  the  water  it  looks  like  a  bunch  of  sticl>s 
with  purplish  tassels  at  the  end.  To  remove 
the  worm  friMii  the  case,  tear  open  the  stn.ill 
end,  and,  beginning  at  the  head,  sipiee/e  it  out 
backwards.  This  bait  is  rather  soft  and  needs 
careful  handling,  otherwise  it  breaks  up.  .Al- 
ways use  a  knife  when  dividing  it.  for  when 
torn  it  looks  raggy  and  unnatural.  \  piece 
about  a  1-2  to  3  inches  long  makes  a  good 
bait,  with  the  hook  passed  right  through  it. 

The  next  worm  is  the  common  beach  w  orm 
found  among  the  mussels  on  the  |)iles  and 
under  stones  on  the  beach  at  low  tide.  This 
is  an  excellent  bni't,  as  it  ia  tough  and  aUjrt 
on  the  hook  well. 

Large  mussels,  not  the  seed  mussels,  are 
also  good,  and  must  be  used  whole  and  un- 
damaged Care  must  be  taken  not  to  break 
them  up  while  cutting  them  out  of  the  shell. 
The  hook  shimld  be  passed  first  through  the 
tough  portion  aiul  tlien  hack  through  ilie  soft 
part.  Limpets,  clams  and  pieces  of  herring  or 
smelt  may  be  used  when  nothing  else  is  pro- 
curable. 

Fiehing  *«Otounde" 

ImsIum;^'  from  a  boat  tied  up  to  the  kelp  or 
anchored  over  a  reef  in  about  four  to  five 
fathoms  of  water  usually  yields  good  results; 
or  when  fishing  off  the  shore  try  to  select  1 
place  where  the  rock  drops  sheer  for  eight  or 
ten  feet,  or  where  it  runs  down  with  a  good 
slope,  for  these  are  usually  the  best  spota  to 
try.  In  this  type  of  fishing  it  is  usually  best 
to  use  a  float  with  a  small  amount  of  split- 
shot  on  the  leader  with  the  hook  at  the  end. 
Adjust  the  float  so  that  the  bait  just  dears  the 
bottom.  The  depth  may  be  ascertained  by  at 
taching  a  sinker  to  the  hook  and  making  a 
trial  cyt  or  two. 

It  is  surprisiu;^  how  (lose  in  shore  some  of 
the  big  fish  come.  W  e  have  taken  a  ten  pound 
sculpin  within  six  feet  of  the  shore  in  four  feet 
of  water  \'ery  often  where  black  bass  are 
plentiful  the  following  method  will  yield  good 
results.  .\  single  No.  1  hook  with  a  six  foot 
leader  of  fine  gut  without  a  sinker  is  used.  A 
small  beach  wftrni.  one  that  is  fresh  .md  lively, 
is  hooked  once  through  the  middle  and  allow- 
ed to  sink  sloWly  in  the  spot  where  the  fish 
are,  and  at  the  first  movement  of  the  line 
strike.  The  worm  must  be  replaced  by  a  fresh 
one  as  soon  as  it  ceases  to  be  lively  in  the 
water.  ' 

He;^arding  where  to  fish,  there  art  .so  many 
excellent  spots  within  short  distam  e  of  the 
city,  that  it  is  difficult  to  say  which  is  the  best. 
If  one  happens  to  be  the  lucky  possessor  of  a 
boat.  Ls<piimalt  Harbor  offers  exceptional  op- 
portunities, having  the  advantage  of  seldom 
being  to  rough  to  fish.  Arty  of  the  water 
south  of  Inskij)  Island  offers  goo<l  fishing. 
VNhale  Rock,  Duiitzc  Head,  Scrogg  Rocks 
and  FIsgard  Island  are  a  few  of  the  places 
where  one  can  be  reasonably  sure  of  a  good 
catch.  Rock  cckI  and  rock  trout  .ilH.und  along 
the  shores  of  Enterpri.se  Channel,  running  be- 
tween Trial  Island  and  the  Mainland.  The 
same  ;^ppHes  to  the  numerous  islands  off  Oak 
Bay,  the  Cham  Islets  and  l"iddle  and  Lewis 
Reefs,  etc.  While  speaking  of  Trial  Island 
we  do  not  think  it  nrould  be  out  of  place  to 
give  ^  warning  of  the  dangerous  tide  rips  off 
the  south  end  of  the  island 

iltore  jPishing 

Now  as  to  shore  fishing,  the  Breakwater 
is  the  most  popular  plac^.  At  the  same  tiine 
it  has  many  disa<lvantag<s,  as  f»ne  has  to  use  a

Rut  where  are  the  stones  whi^h  once  occu- 
pied these  h<>\r-.  and  formed  a.  ring  encircling 
Stonehenge?  The  answer  settles  a  contro- 
versy which  has  raged  between  scientific  men 
(orinany  years  past,  and  also  makt  m  potstble 
to  acpOtint  for  the  burnt  boiirs  and  allies 

^tonehenec  is  built  of  two  Uistnici  vanctirs 
of  stone.  The  big  Trilithons,  or  uprights 
c  ari  vinj^  lintels,  arc  Sarscn,  a  ro*  k  which  is 
commonly  found  on  Salisbury  Plain.  The 
smaller  uprights  which  bear  po  lintels  are 
called  "Forci^"  Stones."  for  nolhinf^  resem- 
bling them  has  ever  been  found  in  the  neigh- 
bc^ood. 

Countless  tluotics  and  argiiment  have 'been 
brought  forward  to  explain  the  presence  of 
these  Foreign  Stones.  It  has  been  suggested, 
for  example,  that  they  were  deposited  <  ! 
Plain  after  a  glacial  epoch.  If  that  were  the 
ease,  pebbles  of  similar  rock  should  be  found 
in  Wiltshire  gravel.  No  such  pebbles  have 
been  found,  and  the  theory  therefore  falls  to 
the  ground.  '  

Since  Nature  cannot  be  iTesponsible.  it 
p\H>t  be  assumed  that  tlif\  were  brouj^ht 
by  man.  Furthermore,  .  they  would  not 
have  been  fetched  by  natives  of  the 
Plain,  such  as  the  race  which  erected 
Stonehenge.  fnr  it  was  the  invariable 
custom  of  the  Mcgalithic  people  (the  scientific 
name  for  the  prehistoric  paople  whose  memory 
survives  in  the  "hnpe  stones"  which  they 
erected  J  to  employ  UkuI  materials  for  their 
constructiona.  The  -Stoijchengc  builders  did 
tise  local  '^tones,  the  Sarscns.  for  their  ovv'n  dc- 
aifn :  the  Foreign  Stones  had  been  brought  to 
the  Plain  at  a  very  much  earlier  period,  and 
were  incori        l  '^i  t'n-  preat  monument. 

Ethics  of  the  Dust 

It  is  now  possible  to  understand  tlu  mvs- 
tcrious  ring  of  Aubrey  Holes.  They  ucm  ihr 
origiii.il  sites  of  the  I'"orei^n  Stones,  and  the 
crushed  edf^cs  show  to  this  day  the  manner 
in  which  the  Stonehenge  builders  demolished 
the  ancient  circle.  Atnioogh  this  settles  the 
<inestion  of  the  meaning  and  origin  of  the 
Aubrey  Holes — for  all  primitive  stone  cities 
ai*  symbolical  and  religious  in  meaning— the 
presence  of  ashes  and  burnt  bones  in  the  hplef 
has  not  as  yet  been  accounted  for. 

.From  the  position  of  the  remains  in  rela- 
tion to  the  crushed  "^ides  it  is  clear  thtt  crema- 
tion took  place  after  the  stones  wei(|  with- 
drawn. Taking  thi»  simple  fact  as  a  starting 
point,  and  by  reasoning  closely  from  the  evi- 
dence available,  it  will  be  possible  to  solve  the 
mystery  also. 

A  niaj)  of  the  distribution  of  the  inonu- 
nicntt  of  the  Megalithic  people  suggests  that 
they  came  originally  from  Northern  .Africa; 
that  the\  inij^'i  ,itcd  westward,  cro^^e<^  into 
Europe  at  the  Straits  of  Gibraltar,  and  event- 
ually spread  over  all  Western  Europe  includ- 
ing the  British-Isle-  'To  the  east  they  pene- 
trated through  Arabia  into  Asia,  where  their 
strange  and  characteristic  monuments  are 
found  even  in  India  and  Japan. 

Clearly  the  Megalithic  period  extends  back 
to  a  very  Temote  period,  and  it  is  theretore  not 
surprising,  particularly  in  view  of  their  prob- 
able point  of  origin,  to  hnd  that  their  religion 
and  legends  are  inextricably  mixed  up  with 
magic  fore  and  human  sacrifice  Subsequently 
the  invading  waves  of  Celts,  as  they  spread 
\\  est  ward  from  the  Danube  and  the  Balkans, 
over-ran  and  swamped  these  early  inhabitants 
of  the  Hriti.sh  ls|e-  \ct,  although  the  race 
itself  disappeared,  il  ^  inllucnce  on  the  Cells 
was  still  unmistakably  manifest  many  hun- 
dreds of  years  later,  in  those  periods  of  which 
there  retiuiiKs  at  least  some  Jcliahlc  history 
todav. 

'the  otciilt  and  iiia^'u  al  practices,  of  the 
|kfegalithic  people  who  budi  Stonehenge  would 
Hatyrmliy  color  the  beliefs  and  exercise  a  pro- 
found influence  on  the  relijjious  practices  of 
the  imaginative  Celts  who  succeeded  them.  It 
iiil^  in  fact,  justifiable  to  say  that  the  Drvidical 
s\  stein  and  the  later  relipjion  of  the  Celts  were 
founded  on  the  mysticism  and  magic  lore 
Wllich*the  Megalithic  people  brought  with 
them  from  N'ortliern  .\frira  Hn  studying  tlic 
Celt,  therefore,  "much  can  be  learnt  concerning 
the  religious  beliefs  and  pniettees  of  the  Stone- 
henge builders 

Popular  belief  bus  always  associated  Stone- 
henge with  the  Druids,  and'  scientifie  men  have 
bMn  at  great  pains  again  anci  a^rain  to  jKiint 
oat  tiiat  Stonehenge  was  erected  many  hun- 
4rHs  of  rears  before  ever  a  Dnsid  existed. 

.Mill'  i^^li  t'n^  Contention  of  the  leariied  is  un- 
doubtedly true,  It  does  not  contradict  the  fact 
that  a  priesthood  and  religion,  closely  resem* 
bling  the  Celtic  in  many  ways  were  actually 
Honrishing  at  the  time  that  Stonehenge  was 
bollt  *

made  of  Celtic  human  sacrifices.  L.ucan»  in 
"Pharsalia."  says:  -You  (Celts),  who  by  copf- 
ous  blood  otitpoiii rd  tltink  to  appease  the  piti- 
less Tentates,  tl.r  h  .rnd  .Aesus  with  his  bar- 
barous altars,  and  I'aranus  whose  worship  n 
no  gentler  than  that  of  the  S(  \  thian  X>iMia." 
The  three  deities  mentioned  by  Lucan  are 
Celtic  fonns  ut  .Vicgalithic  conceptions.

\"  lirther  these  remain^  ai.  ^acrifictl  irli.  v  jj 
Is  necessary  to  revert  lor  a  mon^nt  to  the 
matter  of  the  Foreign  Stones  and, their  re- 
moval from  the  Aubrey  Holes. 

Among  primitive  races  it  is  common  for 
an  invading  tribe  to  venerate  or  even  womhip 
the  deities  of  its  predecessors,  a  delicacy  of 
feeling  w  hich  disn^peara  Hinder  more  civiuscd 
conditions.    .  . 

An  examination  '  f  tlx  L.hkiws  on  Salis- 
bury Plain  rcveak  the  existence  of  two  very 
distinct  races  in  that  neighborhood  duim^  the 

.Mej,;,i!itlin  p.  I  I'd.  The  cai  lier  raci  W  a  -  \\"Vt, 
long-headed,  and  was  probably  responsible  for 
the  importation  of  the  Foreign  Stones.  This 
race  was  succeeded  by  a  taller,  round-headed 
man,  who  was  already  acquainted  with  agri- 
culture and  the  pleasures  of  home  Hfe,  whereas 
the  aboriginal  inhnWtatata  were  paitofal  and 
nomadic. 

Sm  and  Stone  Gods  • 
It  mnst  be  remembered  that  the  Megalithic 

religion  became  a  i  n!t  and  waa  not  confined 
to  one  particuUf  lacc.  Ihe  religious  beliefs 
of  both  the  Jong-headed  and  the  round-headed 
men  were  iherrfnK  undOttbtCdK  niid.ir 
if  not  actually  identical,  since  both  embraced 
stone  and  sort  worship. 

When  the  n.inid  lif-.tdn!  settler  was  r.in- 
fronted  with  the  circle  of  Foreign  Stones  in 
their  original  positions,  he  n^otfld  naturally 

\(nerate  tliein  and  eventually  worship  them, 

particularly  as  their  circular  arrangement  co- 
incided with  his  own  solar  symbolism. 

Mnt  the  round-headed  settlers,  being  a^ii 
culturists,  were  particularly  concerned  with 
sun  worship  and  the  progress  of  the  seasons. 
Their  priests,  who  were  also  the  "wise  men," 
possessed  a  rudimentary  knowledge  of  solar 
astronomy  and  applied  their  knonriedjce  to 
]jroblcms  such  as  the  selection  of  aeasons  for 
bowing  and  harvesting.  ■ 

From  «ut  of  thia  mora  alaborate  religion 
there  would  naturally  aril^the  id^a  of  build- 
ing a  temple  which  could  be  used  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  sun  for  determining  the  seasons. 
Stonehenge,  with  its  Helc  Stone  set  at  the 
rising  sun  on  the  Summer  Solstice,  and  its 
auxiliary  pointers  for  the  setting  sun  and  the 
Winter  Solstice  dawn,  is  a  temple  of  this 
description. 

The  obvious  site  to  choose  for  this  purpose 
was  the  holy  ground  contained  within  the  ring 
of  F'oreign  Stones,  and  Megalithic  man  seldom 
ignored  the  obvious.  Then,  having  decided 
where  and  how  to  build  their  temple,  tlie  <ie- 
signers,  from  fear  of  ofTrndiiu-  existing  deities, 
-as  symbolized  by  the  1  ok  igu  Stones,  wisely 
elected  to  include  them  in  the  scheme,  and  to 
acr,)id  tlieni  the  ptacc  of  honor  inside  the 
saiuiuarx  ui  rrilithons.  The  ancient  ring 
was  therefore  taken  down,  and  the  stones  tt- 
inoved  to  the  inside  of  the  temple. 

The  -Megalithic  people  were  intensely 
superstitions  and  their  religion  was  essentially 
magical  in  coiu  eption  Tlic  removal  of  thesQ  ' 
sacred  stones  from  tlie  places  they  had  occu- 
pied so  long  was  therefore  a  matter  of  great 
nioUH  nt  .Old  Con -iderahlc  ilan'.:fer,  sin<-e  it 
might  possibly  incur  the  wrath  of  supernatural 
powers.  • 
Sacrificial  Rites 

Conciliation  was  necessary ;  conciliation  in 
the  form  of  human  sacrifices.  It  is  inconceiv- 
able that  a  Megalithic  race  would  allow  an 
event  as  momentous  as  ,  the  completion  of 
Stonehenge  to  pass  by  without  indulging  in 
religious  rites  and  human  sacritices. 

The  imagination  flies  back  across  the  cen- 
turies to  visualize  this  grim  ceremony.  Stark, 
clean  and  perfect,  the  great  monoliths  and  tri- 
lithons stood  out  against  the  sky,  enclosed 
within  a  circle  of  little  holes,  wherein  the  fresh 
chalk  gleamed  white  against  the  grasa.  Round 
about  there  sat  a  great  multitude  of  men, 
while  t|ic  women  squatted,  herded  together, 
on  the  outskirts.  Silently  the  crow  d  sat  there 
.staring  at  the  great  file,  which  for  months 
past  they  had  labored  to  erect.  I'rom  dawn 
to  dusk  on  that,  the  longest  day  in  the  year, 
j)riests  had  rhanted  and  performed  their 
solemn  dedication  rites  within  the  temple. 
Now  the  sun  was  sinking  behind  the  great 
unhew  ti  monoUth  set  up  to  catch  iu  last  gleam 
of  light. 

Suddenly  there  ran^  out  cries  of  agony 

from  the  depth-  d  the  mner  sanrfuarv  Into 
the  deepening  gloom  hgurts  emerged  from  the 
temple  bearing  limp  bodies,  which  were  hud- 
dled uj.  across  the  months  of  the  holes,  with 
knees  drawn  close  up  beneath  the  chin,  now 
locked  in  the  stiirnets  of  death.  One  after  an- 
other fires  appeared,  scarlet  flamed  and  pour- 
ing oily  smoke  into  the  air.  As  the  last  hre 
w  as  lit,  and  the  circle  of  flame  about  the  temple 
made  complete,  the  onlookin^;  thousands  were 
galvanized  from  imoiobility  into  frenzied 
action.  Hour  after  hour  the  dan<fe  continued 
round  the  brutal  pile  of  stonc<=.  until  at  last 
the  cremating  tires  burnt  low,  the  dancers  sank 
exhausted  to  tlu  gr.^ind,  and  the  grim  work 
w  as  done. 

Stonehenge  had  been  dedicated  to  its  gods, 
and  the  riddle  for  coming  generations  was 
propo^aM.

Watercress 
grows  in  it;  various  willow  trees  over-arch 
it;  where  the  banks  cave  in  there  are  gleam-

Garden  of  Dreams 

The  garden,  about  6o  yards  square,  is  tilled 
with  roaea  as  thick  as  flamet  in  a  bonfire. '  At 

each  corner  i>  a  tin\  cupola,  and  shrubs  and 
creepers  close  the  view  Tliei'e  are,  however, 
four  little  squares  of  grass,  for  the  garden  is 
cut  up  1>\  tw,.  small  paths  crossing  towards 
the  middle.  And  here,  in  the  middle,  ia  the 
pearl  of  the  casket,  the  tomb  of  the  lady  her- 
self, wher<  '  ,  -locps  and  dreams  again,  as  we 
may  hope,  of  her  dangerous  dalliance  with  tlic 
poet.  It  is  only  a^grcat  block,  the  size  of  a 
small  Summer  house,*  so  smothered  with 
creepers  that  portions  cwily  of  ifs  ochrcou ; 
walls  are  visible  at  all.  Nothing  could  be  bet- 
ter, for  it  leaves  tiic  fancy  free  to  play  about 
the  sweet  and  glorious  personaIit\  (^f  the  ladv 
when  pompous  and  ponderous  inscriptions 
and  blazonry  would  only  distract.  One  knows 
enough  when  one  remembers  that  si  c 
there,  and  the  creepers  enfold  her  gua  dingly, 
like  reincarnations  of  hi»  devoted  ladies,  as  if 
to  say,  "Lea\c  her  in  peace;  slip  is  sleeping." 

Other  tilings  there  are  in  the  garden,  such 
as  a  tall,  magnificent  cypress,  dark  as  a  !i:u- 
eral  plume,  just  the" one  deathly  emblem  in  a 
riot  of  life,  like  a  linger  laid  on  the  lip  to  say 
"Hush."  but  no  qiorc.  The  roses  fill  the 
area  with  a  pent  sea  of  color,  and  a  mulberry 
tree  or  two  throw  a  little  deepening  of  the 
shade.  An  old  Mahomcdtn  keeper  salaanis 
reverentially.  Outside  stands  a  ^otice  in 
rTngli*:!!  and  Urdu  pr-jmising  three  months' 
duress  to  any  vandals — and  well  they  deserve 
it.  For  the  Indian  Government,  that  can  keep 
a  friendly  e>  e  on  so  remote  monuments  even 
as  thi^,  i»not  above  lending  its  ear  to  the 
echoes  of  the  past  even  in  such  distracting 
days  as  the  present.

Koots  in  the  Past 

"Hav  vou  not,"  I  said,  "cfifected  a  radi- 
cally new  departure/  To  those  of  us  who  were 
students  of  the  older  physics  -it  appears  ~as 
if  the  normal  course  of  cleveloMmcnt  wa- 
suddenly  changed — that  inijlcad  of  an  inde- 
pendent material  universe  whose  laws  we 
were  learning  to  decipher,  we  are  suddenly 
faced  with  a  universe  which  is,  to  an  altogether 
unsuspected  extent,  a  creation  oi  our  own 
minds.**

.icquaintad. 

"Whether  Relativity,"  I  asked  hixn,  "doss 
not  offer  some  justincatton  for  Berkeley's 
philosophy,  inasmuch  as  it  rt^rasaals  the  uni- 
verse, its  laws  and  so  on,  as  a  more  subjective 
aflfair  than  had  been  commonly  supposed." 

He  repeated  the  name  "Berkeley"  and, 
turning  to  Dr  I'r^indlich,  his  disciple,,  a  tall, 
dark  young  man  with  an  affable  but  profes- 
sional air,  who  ha(l  just-^comc  into  t^e  robin, 
he  queried,  "Idealism?"  ndt^liwrn,  - yt»," 
came  the  answer. 

He  turned  to  me,  and  the  tired  look  in  his 
eyes  was  slightly  accentuated.^  "All  logical 
pliilosophical  systems  '■  he  explained  gently, 
"can  be  reconciled  vsitli  Kelaiivi'ty  theory.*  A 
scientific  theory  is  not  a  phi  ophy,  but  it  ia 
something;  with  which  a  philost (jihy  may  con- 
cern itselt.  if  l\ela|pvity  ^heory  is  true,  thciu. 
it  is  something  o{  ^yhiclr  a  lojrical  philosophic 

system  must  take  accdunt.    out  it  Is  OOt,  in 
itself,  a  philosophy." 

This  was  quite  satisfactory,  but  I  was  not 
quite  satisfied.    I  wondered  whether  he  did 

not,  in  truth,  inrline  to  one  of  these  "logical 
philosophical  sy^ems  '  more  than  to  another. 
So  I  mentioned  Professor  Whitehead,  who  has 
recently  publisherl  a  theory  of  Relativity, 
using,  as  he  says,  Einstein's  mathematical 
methoda  and  agreeing  almost  wholly  with  his 
results^  but  rejecting  his  theory  of  space  and 
time.  Both  Einstein  .md  his  disciple  became 
more  animated  at  thib  point,  and  informed  me 
that  they  had  just  spent  two  hours  in  di.scuss 
ing  his  theory  with  Professor  Whitehead  and 
that  they  did  not  yet  fully  understand  it.  I 
remembered  the  "long  scientific  discussion" 
which,  1  had  been  told,  bad  sent  Einatcifl  tO 
bed,^nU  1  did  n     p"-     the  matter. 

Deeper  Reality 

"My  own  philosophic  disvelopment,"  he 
went  on,  "was  from  Hume   to  Jt^h  and 

James.'  ^• 

This  was  illuminating.  James,  f  reflected, 
is  the  philosopher  who  held  that  we  take  to 
be  true  what  wr  find  it  m<*>*t  ronvenient  to 
believe.  This  had  always  struck  me  as  a  very 
sensible  philosophy,  sad  accordingly  I  asked 
r.instrin  whether  he  considered  Relativity  to 
be  true  in  the  sense  that  it  leads  to  a  more 
convenient  set  of  mathematical  expressions 
for  natural  phenomena  01  \\liether  he  held 
that  it  actually  penetrated  deeper  into  reality. 

He  smiled  broadly  a>  this  question,  and 
then  gave  a  littl4  chuckle.  "That  is  very 
complicated,"  he  said,  with  evident  enjoymr  r 
and  sat  thinking.  At  these  moments  his  eyes 
have  a  still,  but  very  living  expression,  re- 
mitiding  one  of  Carlyle's  dek»cription  ol  the 
eyes  of  Herr  Teufelsdrock.  which  had  the  de- 
ceptive peace  of  a  "sleeping"  top,  *|)inning  so 
rapidly  as  to  appear  immobile.  There  i.s  no 
KK>k  of  strain  in  the  fa'-e.  there  is  with 
mai.y  scientific  men,  and  a  little  smile  comes 
and  goes  perpetnally  at  the  comers  of  his 
mouth.  one  imflieatkm  Aftar  luiotlMr  opcna 
before  him. 

When  he^dtd  answer  the  qaeatton  his 
answer  wa<  rather  technical,  dealing  with  the 
assumptions  which  lie  at  the  base  of  l-'udidean 
goemetry.

.  SAVING  YVORN  MACUlNfiRY 

The  high  cost  of  iron  and  steel  has  stimu- 
lated engineers  tQ  develop  etHcldtit  means  of 
restoring  parts  which  have  become  so  worn 
that  they  are  fit  only  fof  the  scrap  heap.  A 
typical  example  is  an'engine  cfaak  shaft,  which 
after  a  certain  degree  of  wear  gets  out  of  line 
to  such  an  extent  that  it  is  useless.  Welding 
has  been  largely  used  in  the  work  of  rsstOfs- 
tion,  fresh  iron  or  steel  being  welded  on  to  the 
worn  parts,  and  the  whole  then  made  true  in 
a  lathe.    There  are  objections  to  thts  process 

in  certain  rases,  and  in  order  to  overcome 
these  objections  a  British  engineer  has  de- 
veloped a  method  of  depositing  nickel  on  the 
worn  parts.  The  pieces  of  machinrrv  to  be 
treated  is  hrst  made  free  from  grease  and 
dipped  bodily  into  a  bath  of  molten  wax. 

.After  th-  w  ax  has  eo.  .led  it  is  removed  fro:y 
the  parts  which  have  to  be  /estored  and  is  Icti 
on  the  others  as  a  protective  covering.  Clean- 
ing in  a  bath  of  a(  id  is  followed  by  iOMBCrsiort 
in  an  electro-plating  bath  which  deposits 
nickel  on  the  exposed  surfaces.  The  coating 
of  nickel  is  extremely  hard,  .md  when  the 
process  is  properlv  carried  out  the  nickel  ad- 
heres with  remarkable  tenacity  to  the  metal 
on  wliuh  it  has  been  <leposited  frank  shafts, 
spindles,  axles,  pistons  and  smiiUr  objects  can 
be  made  quite  senriceable  again  by  the  nickel 
hi'.ri  A\  .1  cost  below  that  of  replat  in;;  the 
whole  part.  Deposit  up  to  one-eighth  of  an 
inch  can  b^  applied  auccessfulty.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  this  process  will  be  developed 
alongftid»the  welding  processes  which  I'.ritisli 
engineers  have  brought  to  so  high  a  pitch  of 
usefulness  in  manv  repairs,  such  as  the  mend 
ing  of  cracked  or  broken  castings,  whirh  eonld 
not  be  handled  by  the  deposition  pf  nickcL
